THE RIGHT MAN IN THE RIGHT 
PLACE. 

The exhibition that the electors of Victo- 
ria witnessed yosterday on the hustings, will 
probably have but a very little influenco on 
those who intend thia day to record their 
votes for one or other of the candidates ; but 
if any slrajjglarg wont to hear the political 
views of those who were severally nominated 
as tit and proper persons to represent them 
in parliament, they could hardly have ar- 
rived at any sulisfnelory nonclu.-iion but that 
Mr. Searby was the man to whom Iheir vote 
should bo given. Those who are against tho 
introduction of an Alien bill, could hardly be 
well satisfied with tho attempted explanation 
of Mr. Selim Franklin upon this point. What 
this gentleman's views have been, and what 
I hoy now are upon this point, it is hard to 
say. But this much we can gather, 
from his speech on the hustings, thai 
there ig a very considerable amount of wa- 
vering and vacillation in his opinion. The 
man who lins already expressed different 
views upon Ibis subject, uud who is not 
prepared with any sound argument in sup- 
port of cither one or tho othor, cannot be ex- 
pected to be in uny way firm in future. 

Mr. Frankliu is undoubtedly entitled to much 
respect from Ins (ellow citizens and if tueycotild 
roly upon his stability, we should not hesi- 
tate to say that they would in him have n 
very respectable member for tho city. Ho 
speaks well enough to get out of all political 
difficulties, if words only would servo him. 
Bat the cilizens of Victoria do not want a 
talking member. They want one who will 
vote decisively, and who will think before 
speaking, and who will work rather than 
speak et all. If the work of the House is to 
be got through with, wo must have some men 

n it who will not shirk tho onerous duty of ser- 
ving upon committees. Wo want steady ap 
plication to tho practical business of legisla- 
tion, rather than oratorical powor and dis- 
play, and the electors of Victoria will show 
by their votes recorded this day that they do 
not esteem words so much ns deeds. Mr. 
Seruby has enjoyed tho confidenco of the 
electors, and ha3 ably fulfilled his duties as 
a member ot tho City Conncil. He boldly 
and openly expressed his views on the hus- 
tings previous to thnt election, and it has 
never been advanced by his opponents 
that he did not in every way act np to 
them. On the oontrary, his opinions 
have been in every way borne out by 
his public acts, his views are well known, 
nnd are so fixed and decided trust any 
deviation from them would most undoubt- 
edly have been taken advantage of by his 
opponents. All it is wo have not beeu able 
to discover tho shadow of a foundation for 
ono single charge that has been, or could be, 
brought against Mr. Searby which would dis- 
entitle him to tho confidence of tho electors. 
As for Mr. Welch's claims upon the people of 
Victoria for confidence, wo enn only regard 
them ns " boneath contempt." We give the 
would-be senator every credit for fluency of 
speech, and if the sole object of political life 
were to plense the ear of the rabbis, then 
we would say to the electors— by all means 
choose Mr. Welch as your representative. 
In his attempt at the nomination yester- 
day, to give a contradiction to the im- 
putation, which has gained considerable 
ground, lhat he came forward with the sole 
purpose of dividing tho liberal interest, Mr. 
Wolch lapsed into some rcmnrks respecting 
his opponent .Mr. Franklin which were totally 
unfitted oven for the hustings ; doubtless they 
wero mount simply for a display of wit, and 
wero given utterance to with the sole view of 
tickling tho oars of the mob, when this 
gentleman is a little older we trust he may 
become wiser; and as his wisdom increases he 
can well afford to loso some of his liuency ol 
speech. Much remaius to be done by the 
liberal electors of Victoria this day. They 
most show, and that by a decisive and pow- 
erful vote, lhat they want no division of in- 
terest ; lhat they have no confidence in waver 
ing politicians and vacillating legislators 
however tried and well known their uncertain 
principles may bo. One thing is certain : if 
the electors desire to have a true representa- 
tive in the House of Assembly, they must 
Bend into that House ono who has never been 
led or influenced by one party or the otLer 
inside, and who has never expressed two 
opinions upon any main question outside, 
The result of this day's poll is entirely in the 
hands of the liberal party if they are truo to 
themselves, and energetic in their tactics, 
they will return their candidate with a tri- 
umphant majority.

Mr. Winkler, of the firm of Marks & Wink- 
ler, of Victoria, arrived in u canoo on Wed 
hesday night, having left lUchfleld an thu 
4th inst. The weather was veiy culd, tho 
mercury haviug fallen ;iS low us 21 below 
zero 011 tho morning uf the -lib. At Alex- 
andria the mercury was frozen ! Snow was 
3 feet deep from Williams to Van Winkle, 
thence to Beaver Fuss H to '2 feet, thencs to 
the mouth of Qaesnolle 8 to 14 inches, thenoo 
to the Junction 8 to It) inches, with excel- 
lent sleighing.
